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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.”” Acts 2:1. ““And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.” Acts 2:4. 
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Speech and Conduct 


“Let no corrupt communication pro- 
ceed out of your mouth,” Eph. 4:29. 

It would do us all good to become per- 
sonally acquainted with such scriptures as 
the above, coupled with what we are able 
to find in the third chapter of James, and 
put them in practice in our daily lives. 

Christian speech and conduct may well 
be studied in the entire book of James for 
he vividly stresses the importance of 
works as demonstrating faith. 

Most people are victims of two com- 
mon errors—one is an attempt to be 
justified by good works apart from faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ; the other is to 
talk about believing in Him and then 
fail to live in accordance with one’s pro- 
fession. 

Some may have decided that James fell 
into the former error, urging works as a 
substitute for faith, but an intelligent 
investigation of his epistle clearly shows 
us that he is in no sense contradicting the 
scriptural doctrine of justification by 
faith, but is showing that professed faith 
which does not result in Christian living 
is in reality a dead and useless thing. 

James 3:1-12 is, in reality, a search- 
ing and convicting discussion of the 
tongue and its misuse. 

We are constantly being brought into 
contact with two kinds of talkers. First, 
“teachers,” those who have a specific 
and peculiar responsibility because they 
stand as the representative of God at the 
sacred desk. This is not a place for one

to seek after and the man who fills it at 
God’s call stands in dire need of all the 
divine grace and direction he can come 
into possession of in order that he may be 
able to speak the truth in love. 

At all times, in every place and what- 
ever we may say, counts either for or 
against God, even though we may fill 
the teacher’s chair or stand in the pulpit. 
Most of us face a grave danger—lack 
of “tongue control.” When we mention 
this thought we are made to realize that 
powerful things need control. The big 
engine that pulls the long train of cars 
has a governor on it. The automobile is 
equipped with adequate means of con- 
trol. The horse is a wild and useless ani- 
mal without the directing and restrain- 
ing bit. A ship without a rudder is sure 
to be lost. A tongue needs direction and 
control, for while it is a very little thing, 
it is tremendously powerful. An  un- 
bridled, uncontrolled tongue is not only 
powerful, it is extremely dangerous. How 
vivid is the imagery of the words before 
us. A fire spreading and destroying, an 
untamed animal running wild in all its 
fury, a deadly poison eating away the 
life—such is the uncontrolled tongue. 

It is easy to recognize the truth of 
these things. Easy to see how vile and 
careless speech debases man, how words 
chosen for their power to destroy pour 
forth from the press, over the footlights, 
from man to man, and literally “set on 
fire the course of nature.” 


One of the most inconsistent things in 
the world is the tongue, “uncontrolled.” 
The figure is vividly striking. The foun- 
tain which pours forth fresh, pure water 
to sustain life does not at the same time 
bring forth the bitter, brackish water 
which is good for nothing. Fig trees do 
not bear olives, vines do not bear figs. 
Nature is not only consistent, it is de- 
pendable. But the tongue—oh, it is an- 
other matter! 


How sadly do we confess our failure 
for here we do “offend all.” We bless 
God and defile and destroy man with the 
same lips. These “things ought not to 
be.” The word, “conversation” in v. 13, 
is an English word and means “talk.” 
The speech and conduct, or in other 
words the testimony and the daily life, 
of every professor of Christianity should 
agree. It is nothing more than right and 
reasonable that those who profess to be 
following Christ should prove it in their 
manner of living. Talk may be smooth 
and broad in its claims, but the demon- 
stration of its reality and honesty is in 
the daily walk. All this calls for wis- 
dom which is divine. Earthly wisdom is 
good, but is liable to lead us into error 
unless we have enough of God’s divine 
wisdom and grace to keep us always in 
the right path. There is a wisdom apart 
from God. Many men of the world are 
brilliant and able, but when you scruti- 
nize their wisdom you will find that it

A Maryland Woman's Description of the 32nd Assembly 


Having had another great privilege in 
life, and that of attending the 32nd An- 
nual Assembly of the Church of God 
which was held in Chattanooga a few 
weeks .ago, I feel led to write and tell of 
a few things that happened during this 
great spiritual feast of some of God's 
anointed ones. For the benefit of those 
who were not permitted to go or never 
have been, but who backed up those who 
did go by their prayers and best wishes, 
to these especially I want to talk through 
the Evangel, the little paper that is loved 
by all. 

One writer has said, ‘““The best Assem- 
bly yet,” and I am sure this statement 
can be verified by thousands who were 
there. I said “a few things” I would tell 
and that is true in comparison to what 
actually took place. -For instance, stop 
and think of how much money a mii- 
lion dollars really is and yet that is how 
much it cost to build this great audi- 
torium where the Assembly met. It was 
built about eleven years ago as a me- 
morial to the World War heroes, by the 
city of Chattanooga. If you will think of 
how big a million dollars is in money, 
then you can get an idea of how big this 
place is, and yet the Church of God has 
outgrown that. The picture of that audi- 
torium packed and jammed, aisles filled 
to overtlowing and others trying to press 
their way in, is indellibly stamped on my 
mind as a scene | shall never forget. 

They had come from the North, Easi, 
South and West, and from the islands of 
the sea and some foreign countries, with 
one purpose in mind and that to wor- 
ship and adore their God who had done so 
much for them, and to make their re- 
ports of how the work was progressing in 
the different parts of the world, also ta 
meet old acquaintances, loved ones, and 
friends. It seemed like one big family that 
had all come home for Thanksgiving and 
that is exactly what it was. They were 
all there to give thanks to the One who 
is the giver of every good and perfect 
gift. The Spirit of God was in it from 
start to finish, The quickening power 
would get in the speaker before the mike 
and spread to those in the congregation. 
I thought as I sat there and looked and 
listened at those beautiful songs, prayers 
and sermons, and especially in the mis- 
sion service on Sunday morning, of the 
scripture that Jesus spoke in St. John’s 
gospel where He said, “I am the vine and 
ye are the branches,” and how those pre- 
cious missionaries are trying to spread 
this great truth into the darkened 
lands where there is no shelter from the 
storms that beat upon them. I felt like 
weeping until I died the whole service 
through. Poor Brother Ingram, his heart 


is breaking under the strain of the mis- 
sion need. He sees it as we can’t. How our 
hearts were melted when he told of the 
hardship he and others had endured to 
carry this precious gospel, and how three 
thousand alone in India had been won, 
and how eager and anxious they are to 
hear about and accept this truth. He told 
of how they would walk for miles with 
calloused feet, over rocks and mountains, 
just to be there. Before he got through 
almost everybody in the building was in 
tears, and as others, both home and for- 
eign, got up to tell of the conditions it 
seemed like everybody’s heart had burst 
and they were either ready to go or give, 
and give they did. And when the several 
young ones stood, Sister Blackwell and 
others, all ready to sail for foreign lands, 
here’s where God took charge of all and 
over all, Brother Walker said, “You can’t 
all go but let’s give,” and they began to 
march up the aisles by the hundreds, ev- 
erybody weeping, reminding me of 
mourners going up to the bier of a loved 
one for the last time. When they reached 
the platform they would throw their dol- 
lar bills on the pile of money that was 
now getting big, then shake the hands of 
these precious young boys and girls that 
were soon to leave the shores of their 
native land to carry out the message that 
Jesus had lefy with His disciples when 
He was about to make His departure 
from this world, saying, “Go into all the 
world and preach the gospel.” 


I would like to say to all who have 
been called to this, the highest calling in 
all the world, you had better not fail 
God. Some preachers said that day, after 
the appointments had been made and read, 
“I don’t know what I am going to do, 
I guess I’ll have to get a job and go to 
work. I don’t have a place to go.” Well, 
let me tell you, brother and sister, if God 
has called you, my advice is, you had bet- 
ter find some place to go if it is on the 
street corner on a soap box, and tell men 
to repent or they will be lost. My God, 
preachers, this is no time to quit, this is a 
time to begin. You will be the most mis- 
erable creature on earth if you give up. 
God might prepare a big fish to swallow 
you if you don’t obey. I heard a visiting 
minister say at our state camp meeting 
last summer, “Don’t you preachers envy 
another one of his good charge. If you 
have not got one, get out and dig your- 
self up one. The hard places are right 
where God may be able to use you best. I 
know it would be nice to go in a place 
where the Church has been established for 
years, with a big membership and good 
tithes, but listen, my brother, in most 
cases the harvest has been reaped in these 
places. There might be a few gleanings 


now and then but not a great ingathering 

like there will be in a field where the 

full gospel has never been preached.” 
For instance, here is one case: Brother 


C. J. Abbott of Denton, Md., and a 
former pastor of our own Crisfield 
church, a man of God, went on his 


knees, weeping and asking the Lord to 
show him where He could use him best. 
And show him He did. He told him to 
go to Chincoteague Island on the eastern 
shore of Virginia and start a work, and 
right away the devil said, “Yes, and your 
family will starve to death over there.” 
Just a brief description of this island. It 
is a place of beauty and very prosperous. 
It is seven miles long and about a mile 
wide. On one side is the Atlantic Ocean 
and on the other is Chincoteague Bay. It 
is connected to the mainland by steel 
bridges, seven of them, I believe. One 
can walk right across the street and 
along the edge of the water and pick up 
all the oysters and clams he wants and 
they are known for their fine flavor 
throughout the world. It is also known 
for its wild ponies, they being left there 
many centuries ago by the Indians. One 
day in the year they have what is called 
pony penning day when these ponies are 
rounded up and many of them sold to 
visitors who come from all parts of the 
country. It is a gala day for the island. 


Getting back to Brother Abbott, the 
Lord spoke to him and said, “Go.” So he 
borrowed a tent and went over, pitched 
the tent on a vacant lot and from the 
first sermon folks began to flock there 
until everything was filled and people 
were standing. He was doing the preach- 
ing and leading the singing with some of 
his children singing specials. Later Sister 
Jewell went down and helped him, also 
some folks from Crisfield. I was there 
myself the first night, which was Sat- 
urday night, when the first altar call was 
given, and fifteen people ran to the altar 
crying out to God to save them, and that 
thing is still growing. Scores have been 
saved, sanctified and filled with the 
Spirit, and they have given him a taber- 
nacle that was once used by the Pilgrim 
Holiness which died out. I want to add 
here that anything else will die out when 
it attempts to fight the third Person of 
the Godhead. Folks are still coming to 
the Lord and how they love Brother Ab- 
bott! They rented him a fine home, went 
over to Denton, moved his family of thir- 
teen over there and the last night I was 
there they brought him three sacks of 
provisions and have given the children 
shoes, clothes and even bought one of his 
boys a guitar. Then say after God has 
called you to preach you guess you'll

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Apostasy in the Last Days 

“Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall depart 
from the faith, giving heed to seducing 
spirits, and doctrines of devils,’ 1 Cor. 
4:1. 

The simple reading of the text is 
enough to call to mind the false teaching 
that is abroad in the land today. There 
are so many who will not endure sound 
doctrine and they will allow seducing 
spirits to take possession of them. Never 
in the history of religion was the Bible 
so contradicted and many who profess to 
know Christ are denying the true doc- 
trine set forth by the apostles and 
prophets. This is none other than the 
spirit that shall possess the people just 
before the coming of Jesus. The time has 
come when every doctrine of Christianity 
is subject to denial and ridicule by those 
who profess to be ministers of the gos- 
pel. 
DENYING SOUND DOCTRINE 

“For the time will come when they will 
not endure sound doctrine; but after 
their own lusts shall they heap to them- 
selves teachers, having itching ears; and 
they shall turn away their ears from the 
truth, and shall be turned unto fables,” 
2 Tim. 4:3, 4. 

It is a very common thing now to see 
in newspapers and magazines the denial 
and ridicule of some cardinal truth of the 
Bible. So many professed Christians to- 
day are denying the existence of a heil. 
They believe in the existence of a heav- 
en; they accept Christ as a Redeemer; 
they believe in His return to reign a 
thousand years; but, they do not believe 
in eternal punishment for the wicked. 
This is only a sign of the last days. So 
many people will not endure sound doc- 
trine. The preachers of today are almost 
handicapped because of the unbelief 


among the people. It seems almost strange 
to think that such conditions would exist 
but this is said to be in the times just be- 


fore the coming of Christ. 


FALSE PROPHETS 

“But there were false prophets also 
among the people, even as there shall be 
false teachers among you, who privily 
shall bring in damnable heresies, even de- 
nying the Lord that bought them and 
bring upon themselves swift destruction. 
And many shall follow their pernicious 
ways; by reason of whom the way of 
truth shall be evil spoken of,” 2 Peter 2: 
a 2 

There are so many things happening 
today that bring these scriptures to our 
minds. I feel that our people should care- 
fully consider these things and see if they 
really be in the faith. Just recently I read 
a piece from one who claimed to be a 
great leader and he taught his congre- 
gation the good of organization as a so- 
ciety, and spoke of the virtues and fel- 
lowship of the church, and made the 
statement that he did not believe in the 
virgin birth or the resurrection. He also 
criticized the miracles of Jesus. He ar- 
gued that the virgin birth was a scientific 
impossibility, and the resurrection was a 
delusion of the mind deranged by sor- 
row. One of the practical objects of this 
attack upon Christ’s body of believers 
is to set aside the belief of Christ’s atone- 
ment through the blood, upon Calvary. 
They have actually referred to it as a 
slaughter house. One minister is referred 
to as having said, “My father was a 
butcher and I saw enough blood when I 
was a boy.” The Bible plainly teaches that 
Jesus took away our sins through His shed 
blood. 

“Who his own self bare our sins in his 
own body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness: by whose stripes ye were healed,” 
1 Peter 2:24. 

This plainly proves that we have our 
redemption through His blood. Before 
Christ died on the cross only sacrifices 
were made by His people for sins, to ap- 
pease the wrath of God, but since Jesus 
came we can have redemption through 
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His blood. 

“In whom we have redemption through 
his blood, the forgiveness of sins, accord- 
ing to the riches of his grace,” Eph. 1:7. 

Our nearness to God is made possible 
through the shed blood on Calvary. Since 
our foreparents were driven out of the 
garden, the shedded blood has been 
looked upon as the only method by which 
the wrath of God could be appeased. Even 
under the sacrificial law God only ac- 
cepted the lamb without blemish as the 
real sacrifice for the sins of the people. 
Jesus came and paid this price and made 
it possible for every man who would ac- 
cept it to have forgiveness. 

“But now in Christ Jesus ye who 
sometimes were afar off are made nigh 
by the blood of Christ.” Eph. 2:13. 

Here we have the inference that Jesus, 
on the cross, made it possible for every 
one to draw nigh to-God through His 
blood. He became the peace of the entire 
world, or at least those who would ac- 
cept this plan, breaking down the middle 
wall of partition and abolishing in His 
flesh the enmity, even the law and com- 
mandments, and made it possible that ev- 
ery man could have peace through His 
blood. Without the acceptance of this 
blood no one will be able to see God in 
peace, and those who accept this blood 
are made ready for the indwelling Spirit 
and may have Him to guide them into all 
truth. 

“But if we walk in the light, as he is 
in the light, we have fellowship one with 
another, and the blood of Jesus Christ 
his Son cleanseth from all sin,” 1 John 
ae. 

John tells us that if we walk in the 
light as He is in the light we have fel- 
lowship. Those who reject God’s Word 
and set at naught the blood of Christ and 
the things thar God has provided for the 
soul, regardless of whatever profession 
they may make, or what church they may 
belong to, they will never be able to see 
God in peace, but will be cast away from 
His glory and presence and will spend 
their eternity with the damned. There are 
so many things happening now that make 
us know that Christ is soon to return. 

“But God commendeth his love to- 
ward us, in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us. Much more ther, 
being now justified by his blood, we 
shall be saved from wrath through him,” 
Rom, 5:8, 9. 

Paul is telling the Romans that Goi 
hath commended His love toward us by 
sending His Son to die for us and when 
we are saved through His blood we will 
be kept from the wrath of God. This 
wrath refers more to the final condem- 
nation than to the present, but we must 
first be saved through His blood if we es-

The Cost of Failing God 

‘And Saul answered, I am sore dis- 
tressed; for the Philistines make war 
against me, and God is departed from 
me, and answereth me no more,” 1 Sam. 
28:15. 

Few kings ever took the throne under 
more favorable conditions than did Saul. 
He was of a good family. His father was 
“a mighty man of power” in Israel. He 
was a choice young man and “goodly.” In 
all Israel there was not a goodlier person 
than he. He had a fine personality, was 
tall, head and shoulders higher than all the 
people. He was chosen of God and 
anointed at His command. The prophet 
Samuel stood behind him. His calling, 
anointing and being established as king 
were all attended by the miraculous pow- 
er of God. The people stood behind him. 
More than three hundred thousand men 
able for war stood ready to follow at his 
call. And yet for all this Saul failed God, 
sinned and was a terrible failure, both as 
a worshipper of God and a leader of his 
people. 

He failed in his personal devotion to 
God. He failed to show the right spirit to 
his associates. He failed in keeping the 
commandments of God. And thus he 
failed in all the essentials of right liv- 
ing. 

Now Saul could not evade the consc- 
quences of his sin and failure, suffer for 
it he must. And so it is with every man 
who sins. No man in all this world ever 
committed one single sin for which he 
did not pay in some way or other. A 
man who commits sin is always the loser. 
In all history there is not a record of a 
single sin that paid. It is the greatest fol- 
ly for anyone to think they will ever 
gain by doing wrong. If your wrong do- 
ing does not hurt anyone else it will hut 
you. You may escape the laws of man, 
but you cannot escape the consequences 
of your sin. There is no place you cau 
hide in all the world where your sin will 
not find you out.

2. There are promises for the lengthen- 
ing of the present life. Many have attri- 
buted their long life to the blessings and 
providences of God, given as a special di- 
vine favor. 

3. The blessings of life. Under certain 
conditions God promised Israel healing, 
health, prosperity, and other favors not 
enjoyed by the world of ungodly men 
about them. Exod. 15:26; Deut. 6:4-15; 
Deut. 28. And shall we not believe that 
in New Testament times and to the 
present God has given His people ma- 
terial blessings and prosperity as was for 
their good and His glory? Read Rom. 8: 
11; 3 John 2. 

4. There were special promises of bless- 
ing and recognition for the prophets, 
apostles and the special representatives 
sent out into the world by the Lord. 

5. And finally there are special prom- 
ises to the godly for the article and hour 
of their death. 

Of all that God has promised and made 
good to His people while still on earth, 
it is small in comparison to that which 
He has in reserve for them in that life 
which is to come.

4 ers, I praise God for the great blessings 
He has bestowed upon me and my fam- 
ily. I was brought up in the Baptist 
church, was saved at the age of sixteen 
years. Two or three years later the Lord 
called me to preach the gospel. I 
“jonahed” two or three years and then 
when I found that I could not get by 
the Lord “jonahing” along, I began 
preaching. I preached in the Baptis< 
church two or three years when I be- 
gan going to the good Church of God 
meetings at Altoona, Ala. Oh, how I love 
the saints there and appreciate their 
prayers for me. They continued in prayer 
for me and made me feel so free in their 
church, I really enjoyed the good serv- 
ices with them. 

They prayed for me when I went to 
the hospital for an operation for appen- 
dicitis. I was suffering terribly when I 
got to the hospital. The doctors exam- 
ined me that night but told me they 
could not possibly get to me before eight 
o’clock the next morning. Thank God 
He worked it all that same night. My 
sister-in-law, Mrs. Beulah Brooks,  re- 
quested prayer for me that the Lord 
would heal me without an operation. So 
about eight o’clock that night the Lord 
completely healed me and the doctors lost 
the job. They came back the next morn- 
ing to carry me to the operating room 
and, praise God, they pronounced me a 
normal man. This was my first experi- 
ence in divine healing and God has been 
healing in my home ever since. That was 
in October, 1923. 

I hadn’t at that time seen the light 
on holiness and didn’t for sometime after 
that, but I kept going to the Church ot 
God meetings. There was something about 
them that I loved. In June of 1924 the 
Lord showed me the light. One of the 
good brothers got me to go to Dora, Ala. 
to an Assembly with him. It was there 
on the 14th day of June I was sancti- 
fied. Then I began seeking the Holy 
Ghost, and July 16, one month and two 
days later, He came in. I joined the 
church at Altoona at that time. Then 
was when my persecutions began. While 
seeking the Holy Ghost I was taken out 
of the altar by my own brothers and sis- 
ters. They told me I got salvation and 
the Holy Ghost when I was saved, but 
God had already showed me the light and 
no one could make me doubt it at all. 

In the fall of 1924 I moved away from 
Altoona back to my old home where I 























was reared. As I was the only one in the 
community with salvation it made it hard 
for me to live the life. But God was still 
on the scene. I had the flu and pneu- 
monia and the Lord healed me of it. 
Later in the summer of 1926 I got weak 
in the Spirit. I was not doing any preach- 
ing at that time and I lost victory. The 
Lord showed me that if I didn’t get to 
work for Him He would take my wife 
and baby away from me. So I began to 
fix up and get right and go to work for 
Him and I haven’t “jonahed” any since. 


I must tell of some more of His won- 
derful healings. In 1928 my children had 
the whooping cough. One little boy, 
nineteen months old, got real bad off, he 
was choking terribly. We thought he was 
almost gone. Had it not been for the 
power of God he would have died. He 
was taken about midnight. I left him +o 
go after my nearest neighbor, not ex- 
pecting him to live until I could get 
back, burt through prayer and promise to 
God by my wife, he was all right whea 
I got back. He never had another spell 
like that. At another time I was at Al- 
toona when Brother Rouse was there. I 
had had stomach trouble for sometime 
but Brother Rouse laid his hands on me 
and the Lord healed me of that. At an- 
other time my little girl, about three 
years old, had a severe case of erysipelas 
and He healed her instantly of that. My 
wife had acute indigestion. He healed 
her instantly when she was cramping al- 
most to death. He healed my little boy 
of acidosis and kidney poison. 


My wife was sanctified on Dec. 31, 
1935, the same time my baby boy had 
something like appendicitis. We didn’t 
have a doctor but through prayer and 
fasting he was healed. On Dec. 28 my 
oldest boy had a serious case of some 
kind of fever or poison. We didn’t know 
what it was, but we did know he was 
very sick. While he was sick the Lord 
surely blessed. We prayed and called for 
the saints to pray but he seemed to get 
no better. One night while we were pray- 
ing he was blessed as he had already re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost about seventeen 
months before that. We were all blessed. 
He got up and danced under the power 
of God and spoke in tongues, but was 
not healed completely, but thank God 
the results were my three younger boys 
were saved and sanctified and the young- 
est one received the Holy Ghost. The boy 
still was not healed. A night or two after 
that, Jan. 2, 1937, we were praying, just 
my own little family—my wife, the little 
boys and I, when the power fell.

The longest prayer I ever prayed, I be- 
lieve, was twelve and one-half years, 
which was for my wife to receive the 
Holy Ghost, and, thank God, she has the 
blessing now and two of my boys have 
the Holy Ghost, the other two are sanc- 
tified and I am expecting my two little 
girls to receive the blessing when they 
get old enough.
